LoNix^N. .luiie "J!. .\ S;;nti,i)^'<i cU- 
('liili (lispatdi fnjiii Baliuacetlii'.s govern- 
ment sa.ys tlu't the rebels have lost all 
their uioral I'uice aitd that reaiatance on 
their part in the Hinith has came to an 
end. On the other hand, the same din- 
patch states that President Balmacedu is 
mcreiising the strength of the army and 
that his war vessels are attacking rebel 
ports while the rebel sqaadron avoids 
fighting. The president freely walks 
the streets of Santiago, which oity is en- 
tirely on his side. 

The rebels, the dispatch says, are pro- 
longing the struggle only to enrich 
themselves with the Tarapaca nitrate 
depoeite. Of the "constitutional con- 
gress," it is awwrted that it passes 
measttree in the intereit of the people, 
and famiihea ^ government with 
ample reeooroM. Nucteen provinces 
are stated to bo onder the control of the 
Balmacedista, theae provinces being in- 
habited by 8,000,000 peoide, while the 
rebelliou provincea wtve a population 
of bat 150.000, half of whom ara repro- 
sented to be ftwdgnen. 

A Faininn Feared In Morocco. 

London, .Tune M.— A famine ia feared 
in Morocco owing to the awfol ravage 
of the locusts, which have now reached 
a capacity for destruction that it seems 
impossible for human industry or in- 
genuity to obstruct or diminisn. It is 
the first visitation of the kind, and that 
country will have to import its food 
where even rode agriculture has been 
rewarded with abundance. The insects 
have stripped fruit trees of their bark, 
and have even attacked the prickly 
cactus.

She would dash about the inclosure 
in a frantic manner, then stop and jump 
eight or ten feet in the air, her bel- 
lowiiin and her every action indicatini^ 
her terrible suffering. She would snap 
at anything thrust within her reach in a 
vicious manner, just .as a dog would, and 
would try to seize it and tear it to pieces 
with her teeth. After slie hsd suiffered 
in this way about two days, she was 
killed. 

The dog that l)it her Ij^longed in Ches- 
ter, and went mad about three weeks ago. 
He passed up Bull Creek ami on into 
I.iewis County. It is reporte<la man was 
bitten in Lewis County and has since 
died of hydrophobia, but the rumor is 
probably not true.
